PROPOSED CONSTITUTION 

AND BY-LAWS: CHAUVIN 

AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY 

Article (1) Name of the Society 
shall be the Chauvin Agricultural 
Society. 

(2) The purpose (of this Society 
shall be: 

(a) To encourage by the offer of 
competition for the better develop¬ 
ment an& advancement of our live¬ 
stock industry, particularly purebred 
and in field ana garden products. 

(b) To stimulate interest in agri¬ 
culture amongst the young people by 
the introduction of educational fea¬ 
tures, -calculated to appeal to them. 

(c) And to be an educational factor 

generally by providing means of com¬ 
petition along lines which make an 
appeal to rural communities in gen¬ 
eral . I 

3) Any person desirous of becom¬ 
ing a. member may do so on payment 
of $1.00 annually, if duly approved by 
the Society. 

(4) Officers of this Society shall 
consist of a President, first and sec¬ 
ond Vice-presidents, who shall be ex- 
'officio directors, and a directorate up 
to the number of 15: also a Secretary 
or Secretary-Treasurer, and an offic¬ 
ial Auditor. All these men or women, 
shall hold office until the next annual 
meeting. But if for an^ cause a di¬ 
rector wishes to resign his director¬ 
ship, he or she shall notify the Secre¬ 
tary in writing, whereupon the Di¬ 
rectors will tijke steps to appoint 
another director.

The most common diseases of wheat 
such as rust, smut, scab etc., are all 
caused by microscopic plants called 
“fungi,” by the much smlaller “bac¬ 
teria" are also known as “The 
Black Chaff" and "The Basal (jSlume 
Rot.” These diseases, and the char¬ 
acters of the bacteria causing them, 
have been definitely known for about 
five years. The former is doing con¬ 
siderable damage in the middle west¬ 
ern United States and has not yet 
been reported in Canada, but we feel 
justified in describing it hei*e so that 
the farrpers maybe on the look out for 
its appearance. The latter has been 
found in both Alberta 'and Saskatch- 
state the extent of Its damage, t\if 
samplest we examined have been bad¬ 
ly affected. 

The “Black Chaff' disease causes 
yellow .-or translucent stripes on the 
leaves, water-soaked or black stripes 
bn the stems, and more or less sunken 
dark stripes or spots on the glumes, 
in moist weather the bacteria often 
ooze to the surface of the diseased 
spots as tiny beads or drops which 
dry yellowish. The kernels in a dis¬ 
eased head are not infrequently Very 
shrivelled and they carry the bacteria 
on their, surface as a thin film or in 
great numbers in corroded cavaties.

The Council of the Municipality are 
spending considerable money each 
year for poison for the destruction of 
taoney, they consider that it should 
be spent in such manner as to kill 
the most Gophers. 

It is Of no use for the council to get 
a supply of poison and have it used 
when the poisoners think they have 
time to put it out. This system is 
absolute waste of money, and as it 
your money the council ask that the 
Gophers will be poisoned as soon in 
the spring as they start to come out, 
and that another dose could be set out 
about two weeks after the first with 
good effect. 

If any quarters are poisoned by a 
ratepayer and those adjoining ‘ are not 
poisoned in reasonable time by the 
ones whom should poison them, the 
council ask that the location of the 
unpoisoned quarters be< given to the 
councillor of the division in which 
they are in,these lands will then be

CHAUVIN 


In reference to the following sche¬ 
dule, the dates are provisionally 
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the rapidly swelling petition of the 
moderation leaguers asking for gov¬ 
ernmental control of the traffic. The 
prohibitionists claim that' the vote m 
prohibition of interprovincial ship¬ 
ments was a. .mandate to the govern- 
dry” a claim t^iat is vigorously dis¬ 
puted by the moderationists, who as¬ 
sert that many electors voted for 
stopping interprovincial importation 
by private individuals as a step to¬ 
ward complete control of the traffic 
by the government. Between these 
two fipestwo fires, the government 
sees the only safe ana fair way ^to 
be that of submitting the question in 
a clear cut form to the people to let 
all the electors say exactly what they 
want 

Meanwhile, the moderaition league 
will be asked to submit a draft of a 
bill embodying their views on govern¬ 
ment control and the sale direct by 
the government through vendors un¬ 
der a permit system of all kinds 
of liquors, including wine and 
beer. With such a draft act, it is 
thought that the question could be 
thoroughly threshed out, so that in 
the future there can be no misunder¬ 
standings .on the subject, whichever 
way the vote went. 

If the plebiscite for government 
control were defeated, there would 
then be nothing left for the govern- 
'ment to do but to enact legislation of 


the most stringent character to make 
Alberta “bone dry” and provide a 
large appropriation for enforcing pro¬ 
hibition by means of the severest kind 
of penalties.

Will Increase Profits 


Watch Your Step 


The basic alteration made in the 
Federal Income Tax law by the sta¬ 
tutes of 1920 is that all responsibility 
now lies with the tax payer, without 
notification from the state, d° cal¬ 
culate his own Income Tax and to 
forward to the Commissioner of Tax¬ 
ation before April 39th, 1921, his In¬ 
come Tax Return together with a first 
payment of at least 25 per cent, of 
his tax. The tax payer must! .mlake 
application for Income Tax Forms 
which will he forwarded 6y the Com¬ 
missioner of Taxation only -oh receipt 
of application. 

For an v ' error or ommission inten¬ 
tionally or unintentionally in stating* 
the am- unt pf his income or for any 
delay in sending* in his return or for 
any error in calculation of any instal¬ 
ment of his tax, the law provides 
heavy penalties and fixes the exact 
sum which the tax payer must be fin¬ 
ed. The government officials have no 
power to cancel or alter the amount 
of these fines by statute. 

Notwithstanding* that the tax to be 
paid may finally be levied under the 
business profits war tax act, every 
tax payer, whether individual, com¬ 
pany or corporation, must forward a 
return under $he Income War Tax act, 
together with payment of 25 per cent 
of the amount he would be taxed if his 
tax 'were levied under the Income War 
Tax act. 


Increasing the acreage of crops 
grown on the farm does not always 
mean greater net profits. The latter, 
per acre, are very frequently quite 
small. If the yield, per acre, can be 
increased without raising the cost of 
production the increase in yield will 
all go towards increasing*' the net pro¬ 
fits. Let us assume that a farmer’s 
wheat crop yields 24 bushels per acre 
and that it takes 20 of the 24 bushels 
per acre to pay rent or inter¬ 
est on capital invested, and the cost of 
preparing the land, seed, harvesting, 
threshing, etc. This would leave 4 
bushels from each /acre as the net 
profit. 

On a large proportion of farms un¬ 
cleaned ;or improperly cleaned seed is 
sown. There is no excuse for sowing 
so much dirty and poorly graded seed. 
The fanning and grading can be done 
in the slack time and well ahead of 
the busy spring seeding*. This grad¬ 
ing would not add to the cost of pro¬ 
duction oi; the crop and the larger 
yield secured would substantially in¬ 
crease or, in many instances, double 
the net profit. Experiments conduct¬ 
ed with oats at Guelph over a period 
of seV'en years showed the following- 
results: V 

Large seeds .62 bush per acre 

Medium seed .... 54 “ 

Small seed . 47 

Similar experiments with wheat, 
barley, rye and pears gave much the 
same results in each case. The small 
shrunken and split kernels art- much 
more valuable for feed than for seed. 
Another preat advantage obtained by 
fanning the grain for seed is that 
weed seeds are cleaned out. One way 
to prevent having weedy crops is to 
sow seed grain free from weed seeds. 
One weed seed sown may mean thous¬ 
ands of weed seeds produced in the 
next crop. Many of our worst weeds 
produce thousands*, of seeds per plants 


Grain Going West 

Vancouver is developing as a grain 
shipping port. More wheat was ship¬ 
ped from that city this season than 
in the entire time since the Panama 
Canal opened. The Vancouver-Pan- 
ama route has proved its feasibility 
for grain that is mot wet, and in other 
years, if grain is not as dry as it has 
been this year, equipment for prepar¬ 
ing it for shipment can be installed 
in the elevators at the coast city 

One freight car can deliver twice 
as much grain to the sea-coast in a 
specified time by takihg it from Ed¬ 
monton or Calgary, as from Winnipeg 
to Port William. The railway com¬ 
panies state that seventy-five per 
cent of the cars for lumber from the 
coast must go to Vancouver empty. 
Now that the west route for wheat 
has been demonstrated, it is logical 
to assume that before long these cars 
will be filled with wheat before start¬ 
ing on their trip to the Pacific

Liquor Act Plebiscite 

A provincial plebiscite to allow the 
people of Alberta tp. say whether they 
wish direct and fgll government con¬ 
trol of the liquor traffic, or further re¬ 
strictive legislation to make the prov¬ 
ince “bone dry” will be submitted to 
a vote in Alberta late next summer or 
early in the fall. 

At the caucus of government pri¬ 
vate .members with cabinet ministers 
a few days ago this policy was dis¬ 
cussed at length and met the individ¬ 
ual approbation of the majority of 
members present, and about the only 
question agitating the members it at 
what date the plebiscite should be 
held A majority of them appear to 
favor holding it late in the year in 
order to give the fullest possible op¬ 
portunity to those supporting prohibi¬ 
tion and a “bone dry” province, and 
to discuss publicly on the platform the 
merits of government control versus a 
prohibition "bone dry” policy. 

In the meantime, it is proposed that 
very little change be m-ade in the pres¬ 
ent liquor act. It is likely that a reg¬ 
ulation will be approved reducing the 
amount of liquor which may be sold 
on a physician’s prescription, from 
40 ounces to 24 ounces, a reduction of 
some 16 ounces. There is also a ijos- 
sbility, that pending the plebiscite, 
the number of prescriptions which a 
physician is allowed to write monthly 
may be cut from 150 per month as at 
present to 100 or even-.. 75,. These 
changes, however, would 1 ' be changes 
in the regulations fixed by the attorn¬ 
ey general’s department and not an 
amendment to the act. There is con¬ 
siderable question as to the legal right 
of the province to limit the right of 
physicians in prescribing liquor but 
no effort has been made to raise the 
issue in the courts, and it is not likely 
that these further reg-ulatory restric¬ 
tions would be questioned, especially 
as the whole question would soon be 
settled one way or other by a vote of 
the electors of the province. 

The weight .of opinion of private 
members in favor of holding a prov¬ 
incial plebiscite on the subject of 
government coijtrol is swayed by the 
recent plebiscite prohibiting inter¬ 
provincial shiignent of liquor, and

of the solution to five bushels of grain. 
Cover the grain with sacks or canvas 
which have been sprayed) thoroughly, 
and leave covered for four hours. By 
using this small amount Of the solu¬ 
tion the seed is not wet, does not swell 
and may be treated any time before 
planting. This method is recom¬ 
mended by the authorities in Idaho. 

A similar method has been used 
with success by the Central Experi¬ 
mental Farm, which recommends it 
for oats, barley and wheat. 


New Method 

Of Treating 

Oats For Smut 

A. method for treating oats for smut 
without entailing the necessity of 
drying them has been devised. In 
using this method ohe part of form¬ 
aldehyde is added to ten parts of wat¬ 
er and applied to the oats by means 
of a common quart sprayer. Spread 
the grain out in a clean floor, canvas 
or wagon box. As the grain is shov¬ 
elled from one pile to another, each 
shovelful is sprayed with the sprayer 
held close to the grain. Use the sol¬ 
ution in the proportion of one quart 


Railways Deficit 

The annual statement of the Cana¬ 
dian government railways shows in 
detailed statistics that the operating 
deficit (including fixed charges) on 
government lines last year was $69,- 
593,441. in comparison with an oper¬ 
ating deficit of $48,242,536. The in¬ 
creased loss of twenty-one millions 
was attributed to increased expendi¬ 
tures on payrolls, fuel, materials, eq¬ 
uipment and supplies Out of every 
dollar earned by the government lines 
75 cents went in (operating wages, 20 
cents in fuel, leaving only 5 cents for 
ail other requirements. These other 
requirements, actually called for an 
expenditure of 29 cents on each dol¬ 
lar earned.

Dairying Schools 

In connection with the new depart¬ 
ment of dairying at the University of 
Alberta, short courses in dairying 
commenced Tuesday and will continue 
until April. The course for cream¬ 
ery operators and butter makers is in¬ 
tended primarily for men who! have 
had some practical experience in 
creamery operation. In order to serve 
as many as possible, compulsory at¬ 
tendance at all the lectures or for the 
full course is not necessary. This 
will allow those who cannot spare the 
time for the full two weeks to get 
what they can from the lectures and 
demonstrations, includes three stand¬ 
ard types of power churns used in 
the province. Provincial dairy in¬ 
structors and graders will assist as 
Instructors in the courses. No. fees 
will be charged. 

Practical work will be given in the 
receiving, sampling', weighing, grading 
and testing of cream; the standardiz¬ 
ation (neutralization) of acidity in 
cream for butter making; the pasteur¬ 
ization of cream; the operation of dif¬ 
ferent types of churns, the packing 
•of butter for the market; the testing 
of butter for moisture, butter fat, salt, 
curd, and pasteurization; the scoring 
and grading of butter. 

The testing laboratory is equipped 
with the various test^ used in modern 
creamery work and good facilities are i 
provided l’or the Students in the use 
of these tests. Instruction and prac¬ 
tice will here- be given iifthe sampl¬ 
ing-, weighing-, grading, and testing of 1 
milk, cream and butter. Lectures 
will be given on the .more important- 
phases of the creamery business es¬ 
pecially the manufacture and market¬ 
ing of high grade butter. 

Instruction and practice will be giv¬ 
en in the creamery and testing labor- 
I atories, in the use of Babcock test and 
the acidimeter, and in the weighing i 
sampling, grading and testing- of milk 
and cream, and the records that are 
to be kept in connection therewith. 

Lectures will be given on the sanit¬ 
ary production, the composition and 
care of milk and cream; the Babcock 
n l st and the acidimeter; causes for 
variation in cream tests; the farm 
cream separator; the. grading of 
cream an ( i the management of cream 
stations; sanitation and records; for¬ 
age crops for, and the management of 
dairy cattle.

Flow to reduce the number of goph¬ 
ers is a problem that seems near so¬ 
lution in Saskatchewan, The De¬ 
partment of Agriculture of that prov¬ 
ince,i n 1920, conducted a gopher con- 
teat in the schools, with the result 
that 1„798 schools entered, and 2,019,- 
233 gophers were destroyed, at a cost 
to the department *of $3,159,75, or .15G 
cent each. What this reduction in 
the number of gophers means in the 
saving of foodstuffs is hard to estim¬ 
ate, but it would be very great, as an 
analysis of the pouches «of one gopher 
showed 357 kernels of whole oats.
